fair and ſquare, pat and plumb, as Compariſons 
ought to be, can you imagine betwixt St. Paul's 
Liberty to eat ſome ſorts of Meats, which ſome * 
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of People thought Lnlauſul, and this Liberty his 
New-Lutheranſhip takes, to make God the Author 
of Sin, to open the Infernal Priſon , make Hell 
break looſe, and to lay all this to poor Martin: 
Charge? as if anyWritings of his ever gave Handle 
to ſuch Romantick Exploits. And now we are up. 
on his Similitudes, the FRebuker is not yet fully per. 
ſwaded, ſlap-daſh to take upon himſelt 7hat of the 
Phariſee : as if he boaſted any Wiſdom of his, on 
account of his late Strictures : for as to the matter 
in hand, no one conceives more modeſtly of himſelf, 
a very ſmill ſhire of Wildom being, in his humble 
Opinion, abundantly fufficicnt ro ſhew the New. Lu- 
theran'sIgnorance in that part: Neither is he altoge - 


ther willing io give up the honeſt Publican to his 


New. Luthe ranſhip; for that, the Publican ingenuoul- 
ly, and without the leaſt ſhirking, charg'd his Sins 
upon himſelf; but the Neu-Lutheran ſhuffles it off, 
and umputcs s Cart-Load of Iniquities all to God: 
This therefore will not be thought right pat in a 
Compariſon: but his New-Lutheranſhip is allo a 
young Similitudinarian. He may by the help of 
Friends improve in this Part, as in Greek and Cri- 
ticiſm he has done. 

But to come to what is extraordinary in his An- 
ſwer : In the firſt place, of his great Liberality, 
page 4th, He aſcribes to the Rebaker what he never 
ſaid, as that in page 6th of his Rebuke, he in gene- 
ral doth deny that God moves the Reaſon, Senſes, and 
Limbs of Men: Now the Rebuker never did deny 
any ſuch thing; but particularly, in that page he 
lays nothing what God doth do, or doth not do, in 
that reſpect: He only takes Notice, that © From 
* rhe Apoſtles preſſmng Obedience 10 Magiſtrates, be- 
* cauſe tbey bear Rule under God, no Concluſion is 10 


be drawn egainſt a Man's ordinary Uſe of his Nau. 


ral Faculties : the Rebuker is in Truth, on all 
Occaſions ready to declare, that God gave Man all 


thoſe 
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thoſe Faculties, yea, and more than all thoſe, 
2 Natural and Moral Liberty as to the ordinary 
Uſe of them, till he is again reſtrain'd and over-rul'd 
in the exerciſe of that Liberty by him that gave it: 
and certainly againſt This, or any part of This, the 
Doctrine of God's ſetting up any fort of Civil Pow- 
ers in the World, is no Argument, but the Neu- 
Lutheran thinks otherwiſe, why ſo 2 Why © becauſe 
„Men's Actions are the Things &c. i. e. Men's 
Hint have Reverence 10 Government : yes, ſome 
Actions of Men have Reverence to Government: 
but there are alſo Actions in abundance that have 
no Relation at all to Government: and waat ſhall 
we do with theſe ? certainly there is no more rea- 
ſoning from the Original of Government, to the 
exerciſe of ſuch Actions, as are no way ivfluenc'd 
by it, than from the Fountain of a River, to the 
Growth of a Cedar upon Libauus. 
In the ſame page, he harps upon the old String; 
4 If, ſays he, we are not ſufficient of our ſelves to 
te think any thing of our ſelves, & c. but that is mang- 
ling the Text to give it a wrong Turn: the words 
are as in his own Citation above, Me are not ſuffict- 
ent of our ſelves to think any thing [1s] of our ſelves; 
mind the Particle | AS] &s & iu, tanguam 4 no- 
bis ipſis, as tho' it were of our ſelves. i. e. the Apoſtle 
was not ſufficient of himſelf to any Apoſtolical 
Fun&on, that he might think any thing of that he 
was ſpeaking, even the ſucceſs of his Miniſtry, as 
tho' it were of himſelf; or, of theSigns and Wonders, 
and Spiritual Preaching, whereby he converted the 
Gentiles, as 4h they were of himſelf : no, but all 
his Sufficiency in theſe Reſpects was of God. But 
yet further, the word [think] in its common Ac- 
ceptation doth not expreſs the Original x 
which ſignifies to compute, account or reckon, and 
this is that fort of Thinking the Apoltle was ſpeaking 
of ; which, if ſubſtituted to the Text, paraphras'd 
A 4 as 
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as the Nature of the Paſſage does require, it will tun

i ſtolical Function, ſo as to compute, account. or reckon 
«any thing we have been ſpeaking of touching this 
* our Apoſtolical Suceeſs, as tho it were ot our 
te ſelves; i. e. of our ordinary and natural Parts and 
te Abilities ; but our Sufficiency in this reſpect, con- 
« ſilting of mighty Spiritual Preaching, working of 
« Miracles, Oc. is of God: in ſhort, the Apoltle 
means here, that he could not put to his Own Ac- 
count any of the great things he had done to con- 
vert the Corinthians, but was to reckon it wholly to 
God. This is the true ſenſe of the place, let him 
that readeth underſtand : it neither afhrms, nor de- 
nies any thing about Man's Faculty of Thinking, 
much leſs about his Moral or Natural Liberty of 
Acting, inferr'd from the groundleſs Suppoſition of 
its doing ſo. 

In the ſame Paragraph page 5th, he makes a Gy- 
gantick demand of any one Text of Scripture that 
lays, Men have power in themſehves (he means in any 
re ſpect) 4% do as they liſt, or that intends the ſame. 
The Rebuker gave him a great many ſuch, but ſince 
He only mark'd the Chapters and Verſes where 
they are found, fo that they ſeem not to have had 
due Notice taken of them; He will here meet his 
New- Lutheranſhip with one or twoof them inWords 
at length, Zccle/. 7th, 29, the Wile Man ſays, God 
made Man upright, but they, i. e. He and his Poſte- 
rity, have ſong ht out many [nventions, i. e. not upright. 
In this Text there is a plain Antitheſis betwixt 
what God once did by Man, and what Men have 
been doing ever ſince with Themſelves : and the 
word Inventions ſhews Men's ſpecial Contrivance 
and Conduct herein, fo that it ſpeaks both at once 
vg. Man's ordinary Liberty of Thought and Action, 
and alſo at whoſe Door Sin is to be laid: It is of 
Men's [nuention : is it not the Blindneſs of a Stock 
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not to ſee this? and what Invention will the Neu- 
Lutheran find to elude the force of it? ſarah 55th, 
v. 8th, God fays as plainly, the Thoughts of the 
Wicked are not bis Thoughts, nor their Ways bs 
ways : Therefore ſome Men do think ſome things 
of themſclves in ſome reſpect, and have ſome ways 
of their own. No more Texts need to be produced, 
the Reader may be referr'd again to thoſe nam d, 
Rebuke, page 9th. 

He obſerves of one Sparrow's not falling to the 
Ground without God, 2. e. unleſs God permit: what 
then? doth Suffering imply Acting? does God the re- 
fore always inte rpoſe where his Permiſſion is under- 
ſtood? This deierves no Notice. In the ſame page, 

He reverts to the Conduct of a Man's ways, and 
argues from God's Providential Superintendence of 
things in the Main, to every minute and particular 
Action This is but childiſhQuibbling and Trifling, 
with words not worth Regard: and as for the Mays 
of Sinners, we have ſcen before, that they are not 
God's, but their own. Confer Exe“. 18. 29. 

As for the Text he produces page 6, from Prov. 
16. 1. to prove that God prepares theHeart to every 
minute Thought, it does not follow: God may pre- 
pare the Heart and give the Tongue its Antwer, 
on extraordinary Occaſions, by extraordinary In- 
Huences, and yet leave Men to deviſe their own 
way at others : So our Saviour bids his Diſciples, 
when they ſhould be deliver'd up to the Tribunals, 


to take 0 thought how, or what they ſhould ſpeak, 


for it ſhould be given them, in that ſame Hour, 
what they ſhould ipeak : For it was not they hat 
ſpake, 1. e. on ſuch Occaſions, but the Spirit of their 
Father which /pake in them, Mat. 10. 19. 1 fay on 
ſuch Occaſions : tor, that they did not always ſpeak | 
by the Spirit is plain from ſome of their own Tefti- 
monies : Beiides, that there are otherCaſes where- 
in God leaves the Heart at Liberty to exert its own 

Thoughts, 
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Thoughts, appears in v. 9. of the ſame Chap. Prov. 
16. where a © Man's Heart is ſaid to deviſe his own 
Ways, however the Lord diregtetb his ſteps, i. e. 
(when He pleaſes to interpoſe) determines of the 
Iſſue: for that ſome of a Man's ways are his own 
mere ways, we have ſeen above. Confer Prov. 
19. 21. To the Offer he mikes to reconcile v. 12. 
with v. 12 of Phil. 2. his Preamble of the Prophecies 
ol the Deſtruction of Feruſa/em makes nothing; 
nor, what he ſays of its not being of ibeir own power 
and will to do it, but as God ordain'd: This only in- 
tends, that they could not do ht whole Work of 
themſelves, without the Divine Alliſtance; but, 
that they muſt do their Part, and then that Afhſt- 
ance ſhould not be wanting to bring all to right 
Effect; the whole matter is, the Apoſtle bids the 
Philppians {ct about the work of their Salvation, 
and for Encouragement, tells them, what Helps 
they ſhall have in it. To what he ſays page 3th, 

It may be return d, that Commauding and Advi/mg 
do imply, if not Power in the Creature to fulfill, yet 
to endeavour, and do ſomething, and God will find 
himlelf a Fu/filler : to ſuppole God Commanding 


one thing, yet actually Influencing another, is as 


abſurd as to ſuppoſe one ordering a Meſſenger from 
Burceſter to Oxford, and yet tying him Neck and 
Heels in a Cart, to drive him to Nor/bampton, and 


then reſenting his not doing his Errand : tis to be 


hop'd, there are few ſuch raſh and abſurd Fataliſts. 

As for Pharaoh, Sihon, &c. the Anſwer is ealy ; 
God rais'd them up, what is that? why He kept 
them a/zve tn ſuch a Time, when for their Sins He 
might in all Juſtice have cut them off ſooner ; but 
their Malice abus d that Long-fuifering, inferring 
Security from God's Toleratian : | 

See This given as the very Reaſon of Pharaoh's 
Hardening in molt expreſs words, £xed. 10. 15. 
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Moreover His Providence laid before them Occa- 
ſions and Circumſtances, which in his infinite Fore- 
knowledge He faw, their Perverſcneſs wou'd turn 
to Handles of Rebellion; but his Fore-knowledge 
had no more Influence herein, than anyAfter-know- 
Ikdge has to any other Act: fo that preſervatively, 
and occaſtonally ( and if you will punitely, by wich. 
holding his Grace in juſt Judgment for Means abus'd) 
God may be taid to have hardned them, but in Re- 
ſpect of Malice, Un:hankfulneſs, Rebellion, &c. 
they muſt be ſaid to have hardued themſelves: fo 
that to call God the Author of Sin is very Blaſphe- 
mous, but that Men do many Things contrary to all 
that God ordains, is true, for do they not every Day 
break his Laws, which are his ſpecial Ordinances, 
a deface that Uprightneſs iu which He created 

em. | 

If ordaming be confounded with decrecing, it may 
ſuffice for the preſent, in ſuch ſenſe, io ſay thatGod's 
Ordinances, and Laws are expreſs Copics of his 
Will and Decree, and are often in Scripture call'd by 
thoſe Names ; and then God's Decree and Will 1s, 
not that thee ſhould be Sin, but ſeeing by the Abule 
of the Liberty he gives his Creatures, Siu will be, 
He then decrees it ſhail be puniſh'd ; or, on Repen- 
rance, forgiven. Thus his Juſtice and Mercy do 
Satisfaction to his Holineſs and Truth, and tuifill 
his Will, that Sin ſhould not be, in taking it out of 
the way by Puniſhment, or elſe by finding and ac- 
cepting Satis action for it, upon Terms. 

Mr. Aic bas ajon's Panegyrick upon Sin, may be 
left to th: ute tta nment of thoſe who are delighted 
with ſuch profane Subtiities: but his jumbling the 
Neceſlity of God's decreeing Sin with his Decree of 
Man's Redemption, from, or in priority to it: be- 
cauſe Sin, in order of Time, is before Redemption; 
1s childiſh; it is only taking a Meaſure of God's 
Thoughts, by our Thoughts, which cannot move 

but 
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but ſucceſſively, and one after another ; whereas 
God's Preſcience reaches at once to all future Events; 
and, as He fore-knows He does fore-ordain in one 
Act: therefore God's Decrees before the World, 
ſpeak but his infinite Fore-knowledge, with which 
He decrees, as above: which yet has no more Influ- 
ence upon any future Event, than preſent Know- 
ledge has upon that which does exiſt now: It is not 
therefore an uncertain and unknown Caprice in 
Man, that God's Decrees are by us ſuppos d to wait 
upon, but his own certain, and Eternal Preſcience 
of all pollible Events, and in this Order the Apoſtle 
places it: ¶ hom He did foreknow, He alſo did pre- 
© deflinate , Rom. 8. 29. Of the Influence of that 
Fore-knowledge Mr. Richardſon ſays nothing; fo 
that in what 1s produc'd out of him, there 1s no 
Argument to this purpoſe, and therefore the Suppo- 
ſition of an g Mill leading God's Will, as being 
prior to, and greater than it, is a blaſphemous Sup- 
poſition, forg'd in their own Shops, let them take 
it to themſelves. It is for want of right Thoughts 
of God, that Men do not fee ſome Liberty in Man 
conſiſtent with all his Decrees, and why, it is be- 
cauſe they limit his Preſcience, talk as if He had 
not Afore,but After-knowledge, when they ſo ſpeak. 
Page the 10, and 11, under an Huddle of Words, 
Decrees, Predeſtinated, &c. fooliſhly miſunderſtood, 
or abominably miſapply d, theNew-Lutheran makes 
all the Ill that is in the Devil of God's Infuſion : as 
if He never exerted the leaſt part of it, but of the 
mere motion of God : expreſsly contrary to the 
Text referr'd to James 1. 13. Indeed the Devil is 
ſubject to God as all Creatures are, and God, when 
He pleaſes, makes uſe of him for the Puniſhment of 
the Wicked: but in this God only gives him a looſe 
in Part, from that Reſtraint,wherein by the Divine 
Goodneſs He is generally with-holden from the 
tuller, or more cruel Exertions of his Malice:

The Devil's perpetual Diſpoſition is to all manner 
of Miſchief, and according to the Rein God gives 
him, He is without a Spur ever ready to put it in 
Ure: **He, as a roaring Lion, ever walketh about 
whom he may devour, therefore all the Com- 
million that God ever gives to Satan in this reſpect, 
is but a Direction of Permiſhon; hitherto thou ſhalt 
proceed, but no further: the Devil is herein a Pri. 
ſoner more at large, but ſtill a Priſoner, with only 
a Comparative Licenſe, within ſuch Precincts, and 
in ſuch Affair, to do fo far what He liſts: what- 
ever be ſaid of Decrees and Predeſtination, it is 
certain the Devil's Malice and Falſhood is by no 
means from God: but when He © ſpeateth a Lie, be 
© (peaketh of bis own, for be 1s a Liar and the Father 
&« of it, john 8. 44. 

In the Caſe of Job, there are none but Circum- 
ſtances of Permiſſion. Thus, God moved David i. e. 
occaſionally and permiſſively, by yielding the Devil 
Opportunity and Licenſe ſo far: the Action it ſelf, 
to which Deviliſh Pride was the Spring, was the 
Devil's own, not God's, and thus, Satan prowk d or 
tempted David. 1 Chr. 21. 1. 

Our Saviour's Temptation is no Example, it 
was a Caſe extraordinary : He was then employ'd 
in the Office o Redeemer of Men, which no one 
Man can be another : He was to/ſhew the Devil his 
Head's Bruiſer, an over-match for all his Wiles ; 
and the Spirit that led him thither, was inſeparable 
from him: This is nothing to the purpoſe of any 
Man elſe that ever is tempted. Upon the whole, 

How the Devil ſerves God is plain, from the In- 
ſtance of the Herd of Swine, or any other Inſtance 
of Divine Permiſſion, politive to do thus much, and 
of Appointment negative to do no more : but how 
He ferves himſelf, and gratifies his own Malice 
herein, is as plain from 70% 8. 44. as above: I can- 
not gueſs how the New. Lat heran came to be thus

over-ſeen in this matter, but ſurely it was not well 
Concerted betwixt him and his Old Maſter, to allow 
him no ſort of Principles of Motion of his own, but 
to make of him mere Mechaniſm, and Clock-work, 
in diſparagement of the long-fam'd Wiles, and ſub- 
tile Politicks of Hell. 

But page the 12. has a Touch of conſummate Sly- 
neſs, to inſinuate that the Devil is only the De- 
ceiver, Nomiually, while the decerved are really 
deceived of God: for it ſeems.God blinds their Eyes, 
ſo that they may not ſee the Wiles of tbe Devil, vhere- 
by God (as he puts it) (I am ſhock d to repeat it) is 
intentionally aud really the Decerver: Now this 
He gathers from what is ſaid Joh 12. 40. of the 
Jews obſtinate Stupidity, about the matter of our 
Saviour's Melliahſhip : where it is ſaid, He hath 
blinded their Eyes &c. but this is cittd in the Evan- 
geliſt, and applicd from Jſaiab 6. g. where the words 
altogether are declaratory of that Blindneis which 
after happen'd, to Iſrael; but ſay not by whoſe 
means it happen d: the ſame Prophecy is referr'd to 
by the other Evangeliſts as Mat. 13. 14. where this 
very Blindneſs is 1mputed to themſelves : Their 
Eyes they have cloſed: in Mark 4. 12. Luke 8. 10. 
as in theOriginal of theProphet, it is again aſcrib'd 
to no body; but it is only ſaid, that the thing was 
foretold that fo it ſhould be: fo that, tho' in one 
Text it had been ſaid, that God Blinded their Eyes, 
yet ſince in another it is as plainly ſaid, hat they 
clas d their own Eyes, nothing can be concluded 
from hence to the New Lutheran's Purpoſe: the 
ſame Action cannot be aſcrib'd to two differentPer- 
ſons, but in a different Reſpect: if God blinded 
them, He did it as He hardned Pharaoh, by endure- 
ing them, not by doing any thing to them to deceive 
or miſlead them: but they blinded and hardned 
themſelves, by villainouſly drawing falſe Conclu- 
ſions from his Long-ſufferance,as all linners do when

becauſe Sentence is not ſpeedily executed Fi 
their own Heut in them * 2 do evil. rn 
God alſo then ſending them that Evil Spirit of Slum- 
ber, giving them up to their own reprobate Mi 
and to ſtrong De luſions, that they ſhould belie ve Lies. 
If the Neu- Lat beran did not before underſtand this 
Root of Blindneſs, and Hardning, He would do well 
to open his Eyes, which He himfe}f hath hitherto 
Clos'd, that He may fee it. But to go back a little, 
in one of theſe Texts, their Blinding is aſcrib'd to 
themſelves, in two of the other, and the Original 
of the Prophet, it is aſerib d to no body, and how 
after all if in St. John it be not aſcrib'd to God as he 
puts it? the words are, He hath blinaed their Eyes, 
but who that He is, his New-Latheranſhip cannot 
tell: it is certain, no mention is there made of God: 
It is only a ſingle Prophecy Cited by it ſelf; with - 
out any Grammatical Relation to any Thing fore. 
going: therefore with what Preſumption did the 
Neu- Lutberan put into the Text what He never 
found there, to ſerve his wicked Deſign ? or if He 
mult needs have the word God there, let us couſidet 
what God it is that may be meant, and what other 
is ſo likely to be, as theGod which the Sacred Scrip- 
ture ſays bath blinded the Eyes of fome ? ot which 
fort the New-Lutberan need not go far to ſeek Ex- 
amples. 2 Cor. 4. 3, 4. © 7 hey are T hoſe that are loſt, 
« becauſe the Goſpel ic hid to them, by the God of this 
& World's blinding their Eyes, left the Light of the 
* Glorious Goſpel of Chriſt, who is the Image of Cd, 
© ſhould ſhine unto them. This is clear. 

Page 12. His Neu- Lutheranſhip ventures to Re- 
buke the Rebuker for his Application of Jer. 19. 5. 
Firſt, he zmagines the Rebuker conceiv'd, God did 
not know what the Iſraelites were a-doing, when 
they Worſhip'd Molech; becauſe to ſay a thing does 
not come into ones Mind, fometimes implies Inad- 
vertency, Forgetfulneſs, &c. but this is a — 
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that never came into the Rebaker's Mind on thisOc. 
caſion, therefore He leaves it to his New: Lutheran. 
ſhip, it being juſt after bis own Rate of expounding 
all Texts, to argue from Sound to Senſe, and to warp 
Phraſes,under all varicties of Scope and Application, 
to one meaning: poor Inventer of New Religions! 
that wou'd be moving Mountains! but equal Talents 
are wanting! and who can help it ? But Secondly, 
He ſays, ** Neither could it be againſt God's Will, be- 
« cauſe God worketh all things according to the Coun. 
« (e/ of his own Will Nothing to the purpoie again; 
for it one Text ſays, God worketh all after his own 
Will; and others, that ſome things are actually done 
contrary to his Will, theſe things are Extreams of 
expreflion,to which ſome mean way ſhould be found 
forReconcilement : What He offers, © that God com- 
te yanded it not, neither came it into his Mind to com- 
« and it, tho He caus d it to be done ; is very non- 
ſenſical Jargon, and no leſs wide of the Text; for 
there it is plainly ſaid, that God did not command 
it, neither came it into his Mind that it ſhou'd be 
done, i. e. neither was it in the very Action any 
way according to his Will, but on all accounts con- 
trary to it. But once more, 

And more monſtrouſly Silly than all the reſt: He 
ſnys, page 13. Cod really caus'd it to be done, caus'd 
what to be done? why that ihe Iſraelites ſhou'd 
offer their Children to Molech : why ſo? why be- 
cauſe Tophet, where they did this Wickedneſs, was 
ordain'd of old, as ſays the Prophet, Iſaiab 30. 33. So 
indeed the Prophet ſays it was ordain d; but for 
what was it ordain'd ? certainly not for the purpoſe 
this Trifler inſinuates, even that/ſrael ſhou'd Wor- 
ſhip Molech there: of that the Prophet ſays not one 
word: what then is it?

6. for the Apoſtate Jews, that had 
done Sacrifice there, that they themſelves ſhould 
be flaughter'd there by the Chaldeans; from this 
place, as put to ſuch Ule, and as call d allo the Valley 
of the Son of Hinnam, the Greeks deriv'd their 
Tepe, or Hell, the place of Torments for the 
damn'd : and King Jaſiab had made it yet another 
Type thereof, in turning it to be a place to burn 
the Filth and Carrion of the City, and to bury 
Malefactors in. | 

In a word, both the Holy Prophets mean, that 
Tophet was ordain'd for a kind of Hell upon Earth, 
a Type of the Infernal Gehenna, for a place of 
Puniſhment to the Enemies of God'sChurch : under 
this, his Neu Lutberanſkip aims to Slut quite an- 
other Matter, on purpoſe to throw Diſhonour upon 
God, tho' in ſpight of all Senſe and Grammar. In 
aBoy, Birch had been a Pnniſhment for ſuch a Blun- 
der; in him whoſe Deviliſh Malice is the Pole-Star 
to his Folly, nothing leſs than Topbet itſelf ſeems 

to be apointed: let him look to it. 
Zut h God is the Aut bor of Sin He ſays, there is

Page 15. He thinks, that as the Guilt of a men, 

. ſhe ws all mens Weakneſs, ſo God's Mercy in redeem. 
ing them All, bad as well as good, the Reprobate 
with the Elect, wou'd ſhew his Wiſdom and Good. 
neſs: but of ſuch Salvation there is not one word in 
Scripture, but words out of Number to ſhew, after 
all that Chrilt has done, two different ways; one of 
Salvation, the other of Damnation; one of Life 
Eternal, the other of as Eternal Torments ; one of 
Life with God, the other of being in Puniſhment 
with the Devil and his Angels; one of Election,

However , methinks a Point of this Importance 
ſhou'd have been labour d a Stroke or two farther : 
as it is, the Peoplæ will not be convinc'd after all, 
but this is but a fort of unſanctified Heathen Greek, 
that makes Eternity, and Fifty, or a Hundred Years 


all the ſame; will any venture, Hand over Head, 


to pin his Faith upon this? Bur ſtay, He has ſome 
Examples for Hlultration, let us fee how he turns 
them. Now the Texts He produces to this purpole 
are of two forts; one, Typical of Eternal Promi- 


ſes inChriſt, and therefore in him fulfill'd, in whom 


all ſuch Promiſes according to the Apoſtle 2 Cor. 1. 20, 
are Lea and Amen, i. e. truly and effectually made 
Good : of this fort doubtlets was the Promiſe of 
giving to Abraham and bis Seed, the Land of Canaan 
for an everlafting PoſJeſſion which was not to be 
fulfill'd in the EarthlyCanaan or Jeruſalem , but the 
Heavenly; as appears Feb. 11. 16. Rev. 21. 2. for 
neither had Abraham, ior his own Part, ſo much 
as a temporary Poſleſlion of the Earthly Canaan, 
Acts 7. 5. ſo that, if the Promiſe were not fnlfill'd 
to him in a Spiritual and Eternal, it was fulfill 'd to 
him in no Senſe at all. To like purpoſe is, 

The Promiſe of God's eſtabliſhing Solomon's Ang. 
Gom for Ever, it was fulfill'd in him who had the 
Key and Scepter of the Houſe of David, Rev. 3. . 
V ho came to bear witneſs of the Truth, what Truth? 
why that He was the King of the Jews, fo that tho 
the temporal Scepter departed from Judah when 
Sbiiob came, the Dominion of the Tribe of Judab 
and Houſe of David never to end, then truly and 
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effectually began; and fo the Promiſe made to Solo- 


mon was fulfill'd: This is all againſt him; his other 
for ever's reſpect the Term orSrate of certainThings, 
in common Acceptation of Speech put for their un- 
alterable Diſpoſition for ſuch their Term, or till 
an end is made of them: as to ſay, one ſhalt ſerve bis 
Maſter for Ever, means continually to the Day of his 
Death, or of ſome other general Diſcharge, not fre- 
quently returnable So, that Forts ſalt ve fer 
Dens for ever, Iſaiab 3 2. 14. f. e. for the Term of 
theirDefolation; this is what cveryChild underſtands 
toimply a Perpetuity, according to the Nature and 
Extent of the Things treated of : a Thing being 
properly ſaid to be ſo or fo affected for Ever, when 
it never will be otherwiſe till it ccaſes to be, or the 
Term underſtood to be referr'd to, is out. From 
theſe to take a meaſure of Eternity, in the Rewards 
or Puniſhments of another Lite, is feeding upon 
Shadowg of Words, arguing from Body to Spirit, 
from Things of different Natures to one another; 
whoſe for ever's will no more be the fame, than 
themſelves are of like kind, than a Cube or Cy/inder 
is Thought or Remmiſcence. As for 

Sodom &c. ſuffe ting the Vengeance of EternalFire, 
if the Places and Huildings fo call'd be underſtood, 
they have literally done hat, in being deſtroy'd by 
inch a Fire, as they can be never recover'd from to 
their former Eſtate : But if their Inhabitants be 
meant, I leave his Neu- Lutheranſhip to imagine in 
what Senle the Vengeance of Eternal Fire may be 
executed upon them. Certainly we are admoniſh'd 
of a place, where their Worm ateth not, their Fire 1s 
not quenched; of an outer Darkneſs, where ſhall be 
wee ping and gnaſhing of Teeth, Mat. 25. 20. of aTime 
when the Marriage Chamber ſball be ſhut, and the 
Lord ſhall ſay to the fooliſh Virgins without, very 
I know you not: when the Sheep ſhall be ſer on the

they ſhall go away into everlaſting Puniſhment, but 
the Righteous into Lite Eternal: certainly the 
Everlaſting of the one, is a long as the Eternal of the 
other, See Mat.

It He ſees any 
Hope beyond this, any Sacrifice to ſucceed Chriſt's, 
to do what that hath not done, verily it is owing to 
the peculiar Sanguin of his Complexion, and Thanks 
to a well-heated Imagination tor ſuch pleaſing De- 
laſions! 

But to go about to prove the Eternity of Hell- 


Torments, the Proofs are too plain and numerous,

the Sun to ſhine at the brighteſt Noon, or any other 


Thing elle that is moſt plain and obvious to Senſc: 


and as for his Friend: Richardſon's Greek, it may fol- 
low his Divinity, which, what quibbling, jejune, 
croſs-graind Stutf it is, every one of common Di- 
ſcernment muſt fee: of this fort page 17, is his 
Comment on Kev. 1. 11. that nothing but God, or in 
God, is Eternal, why? becauſe God is the Beginning 
aud the Exdirg, v. 8.

plain Condition on man's Part, without which he 
ſhall be damn'd, how ? Why, fo, and fo far, as with 
it He ſhall be ſav'd, the oppolites are ſet together, 
ſhew one another, keep pace, and hold Proportion : 
This cannot be gain-ſaid. As for the Rebuker'sNew- 
Tranſlation, ſo far as he has made it, it will ſtand 
Good, whether His Mock. Lutheranſhip likes it, or 
not: but for his impious Queſtion, Cannot God do 
as ſeems him Good? and if God be willing all Men

however ſome of all forts of Men ſhould prove Liars 
and Tranſgreſſors, and incapable of ſuch Salvation: 
in ſhort, the Text means, that if any Jew or Gen- 
tile fail of Salvation, after what God hath done for 
them, the Fault 1s not God's, but theirs; no Breach 
of Promiſe in God, but Dif-belict diſqualifying them 
for the Benefitz He that runs may read this: 
and, that all Abraham's Polterity, after all God's 
Promiſes, are not to be counted for the Seed of 
Abraham , ſee Rom. 9. 6. The Texts that follow, 
all reſpect the Difference of Legal Works, and 
Goſpel Grace; that Juſtification, whatever it be, 
is not at all attainable by the one, but only by the 
other: Theſe therefore are nothing one way or 
other to this Purpoſe ; no more indeed is any 
| Text of both Teſtaments, from the firſt of Gene/rs, 
to the laſt of Revelations. 

For what follows, at the Bottom of page 19, 
and the Top of page 20. how the 47 for whom 
Chriſt died, 1s to be taken, the Reader may be 
referr'd to, Rebuke page 12. as above; it needs no 
Second Anſwer.

Latheranſhip then really 
tell when this Term Still, this permanent Preſent, 
will expire ? if after all that Chriſt hath done, tome 
Men remain Stil in Sin and Wrath, when and 
how ſhail they be freed from it? tis to be fear'd, 
the New-Lnutheran's Still in this Caſe will reſemble 
the poor Maid's To-morrow : To-morrow was She 
to be Married, but after all, was doom'd to lead 
Apes; no Husband, becauſe no To-morrow. 

For his Conceit about the Reſtoration of Sodom 
Ce. page 21. becauſe the Text ſays, Jeruſalem 
ihou'd return to her former eſtate when Sodom and 
Samaria ſhou'd return to theirs : the Margin of the 
Bible ſays, this is ſpoken as meaning, that it ſhould 
ne ver come to paſs, 1.e.to one or the other of theſe ; 
and that 75 1s veriſed in the greateſt part of the 
Jews , the Neu- Lutberan ſhould have ſcen it. 

To what he ſays zb. at Bottom, that ſo, i. e. 
aſter ſome manner, tho' not after His, all /ſrael 
Hall be faved : Anſwer, This is meant of the /ſrae!

Faith; and Chriſt himſelf, who beit knew his Fa- 
ther's Will in this, and all Things elle, gives it 
home as the very Condition of Salvation on Man's 
part, «Hark 16. 16, as above, © He that believeth 
© and 1s Baptiz'd, ſhall be ſaved; but He that be. 
ee fievetb not, ſhall be damned, can any thing be 
plainer? 

Gal. 3. 17, is brought to inſinuate, that God 
cannot in a Latter part of Scripture explain 2 For- 
mer, by adding a Condition not expreſs'd before. 
You ſee the Blaſphemy of this! 

How God hath reconcil'd the World, and Chriſt 
drawn all Men unto him, has taſted Death for every 
«Man, is the Propitiation for the Sins of the Hole 
World, and how God will gather together a4 T hings 
in Chriſt, muſt be underitood of al, within the 
Terms of Salvation ; but theſe Things have abun- 
dantly been demonſtrated, Rebuke page 12. to add 
more, or make Repetitions, 1s needleſs.
